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1. H.R. 3593: The VA Construction Assistance Act of 2013 - To amend title 38, United 

States Code, to direct the Secretary of the Department of Veterans Affairs to implement 

recommendations of the Government Accountability Office and use the Army Corps of 

Engineers as a special project manager for the major medical construction projects in 

Aurora, Co.; New Orleans, La. and Orlando, Fl.  (Rep. Coffman, CO) 

 

2. H.R. 4261: Gulf War Health Research Reform Act of 2014 – To amend title 38, United 

States Code, to direct the Secretary of the Department of Veterans Affairs to establish an 

independent Research Advisory Committee for Gulf War Illnesses (RAC) within the VA 

to make assessments and recommendations regarding research into Gulf War Illness. 

(Rep. Coffman, CO) 

 

3. H.R. 4281: Protecting Business Opportunities for Veterans Act of 2014 – To amend title 

38, United States Code, to require an attestation by small disabled veteran owned small 

businesses and veteran owned small businesses receiving contracts from the Department 

of Veterans Affairs that they understand to their obligations to provide a certain 

percentage of goods or services as identified in section 46 of the Small Business Act (15 

U.S.C. 657s) (Rep. Huelskamp, KS) 

 

4. H.R. 4374:  Biological Implant Tracking and Veteran Safety Act of 2014 – To amend 

Title 38, United States Code, to direct the Secretary of the Department of Veteran Affairs 

to adopt or implement a standard identification protocol for biological implants that is 

consistent with FDA’s Unique Device Identification System; to require the 

implementation of an automated inventory control system compatible with unique 

identifiers; and to require that the Department procure biological implants through 

competitive procurement processes and only from qualified vendors. (Rep. Roe, TN) 

 

5. H.R. 4370: Veterans Information Security Improvement Act of 2014 – To amend Title 

38, United States Code, to direct the Secretary of the Department of Veteran Affairs to 

take specific actions to prevent, limit, and detect unauthorized access to VA networks and 

systems.

6. H.R. 4356: Department of Veterans Affairs Information Security Protection Act – To 

amend title 38, United States Code, to make certain improvements in the information 

security of the Department of Veterans Affairs, and for other purposes. (Rep. Kirkpatrick,
